wss overwhelmed with painful ansicty as 
the time of my liberation drew near • I 
could scarcely cat or sleep ; 1 was almost 
•fraid I should die before my time was 
up."

yminir.criniinsla with old and haidcned of- 
fenders. 
"There were boys iu our shop "

The nest plan rejected hy the Committee 


was the third, namely, to purchase a lot 
elsewhere nnd erect a building. This re- 
ceived favorable consideration, until it was 
fuund to involve an extravagant outlay of 
money. The present building being two 
stories in height, must be divided inlo Iwo 
rooms or four. If we place but two schools 
in Ihe building, a new building for the ac- 
commodation of six bchnols must be erected, 
in addition to Iho purchase of u Inrgc lul 
for the accommodation of such an edifice. 


In cnsc four schools were accommodated 


in the present building, a hall must be erect- 
ed upon the cnst, conlnining stairways, or 
some other plan musl be devised to provide 
cnlmncc to both stories, wilhout usin;; any 
portion oT the room now enclosed by Ihc 
wullf. - Iu addition to the expense (bus in- 
curred, a new lot, and a building for Hie 
accommodation of four schools musl be pro- 
vided.
